Has been able to meet both sons on two occasions 
in Yugoslavia without apparent complications. ' Kasparek-Bunza- 
Koli.n met in Identity's d U Munich home in 1967 to discuss 

chances of Kolin extricating Bunza's son from the CSR. Kolin was 
arrested in the attempt shortl"" thereafter in Czechoslovakia.

H. Identity K lived in the same building with Identity G, 
when latter's apartment was broken into, files stolon:, and bogus 
edition of the paper was published. Examination of apartment 
suggested that an individual with an unusual gait may have partic- 
ipated in the operation.
